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WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 

1 . A display apparatus of the type that constitutes a display screen that arrays 
a character region consisting of a character pattern region and its surrounding space 
region in rows and columns, wherein it comprises a first display memory part that holds 
an amount equivalent to the sum of the character pattern regions and holds all character 
pattern data for one display screen in character display mode, a second display memory 
part that holds an amount equivalent to the sum of the space regions, and a coordinate 
processing part that converts graphic coordinate data in graphic display mode to a 
character region position in an address space linked to said first and second display 
memories and to address data corresponding to a bit location within that character region.
